REMARKS 

In the Office Action mailed February 9, 2007, which has now been 
vacated,^ the Examiner Indicated that claims 1-9 were "presented for examination." 
(Paper No. 20070105 at 2). The Examiner was mistaken. Claims 1-9 that the 
Examiner examined and rejected were not pending. Rather, claims 1-6 attached to the 
International Preliminary Examination Report, are the claims pending in this 
application, and those are the claims that should have been examined. Acknowledging 
the error, the Examiner in the Interview Summary^ instmcted that we again present prior 
pending claims 1-6 as so-called "new" claims 10-15 in this Supplemental Preliminary 
Amendment. Support for claims 10-15 presented here is found, for example, in original 
claims 1-6 of the Intemational Preliminary Examination Report and in the specification 
at, for example, pages 1-2. See In re Gardner, 177 USPQ 396, 397 (CCPA 1973) and 
MPEP §§ 608.01(0) and (I) (8'" ed. Rev. 5, August 2006, pp. 600-92 and 600-84). 

It is submitted that no new matter has been introduced by the foregoing 
amendments. Approval and entry of the amendments are respectfully solicited.
